Fires, due indirectly to the intense cold, 
drove nearly 100 persons into the streets, 
half dressed, in the small hours yesterday 
and caused a loss of nearly $220,000. 

The greatest suffering was at the Olinger 
fiat building, Thirty-fifth street and Indiana 
avenue, where sixty persons were forced to 
flee down fire escapes and ladders in 
their night garments at 4 a. m., the 
flames cutting off escape by the stairway. 
Occupants of a flat building in Evanston 
were forced to flee. Fire in a house at 1528 
Wabash avenue caused a panic and flight. 
One man was slightly burned and several 
were overcome by smoke. : 

The greatest loss was at the Lincoln ave- 
nue car barn of the Union Traction com- 
‘pany. Fire, supposed to have started from 
an overheated stove in a cable car at 5 a. m. 
destroyed the barn and the cars it contained, 
entailing a loss of $165,000. Hard work of the 
Fire department saved the power-house and 
other property adjoining the barn. Horse

It is hoped te restore 
Many Narrow Escapes. 

Many natrow escapes occurred at the 
Olinger flat building fire. The structure was 
‘four stories high, and the occupants, cut 
off from the one stairway in the building, 
descended two fire escapes and ladders raised 
to the upper windows by the firemen. 

‘Phe damage to the building, owned by 
John P. Olinger, was $15,000, and to the con- 
tents $7,000, Sixteen flats, all but one oc- 
cupied, and a number of stores on, the 
ground floor were included in the building, 
which was erected at a cost of $60,000 ten 
years. ago. The building was insured for 


+ $35,000. 


Due to Cold Weather. 

The cold spell was responsible for the fire. 
Complaints from the tenants that the build- 
ing was insufficiently heated caused the jan- 
itor; John West, to heat toan unusual degree 
the furnaces in the basement. West left the 
furnaces unattended for a short time to get 
a morning newspaper. He ascended to the 
third floor and left the paper for the occu- 
pants of Flat 7, and returned almost imme- 
diately to the basement, where he found the

dclamber Down Fire Escepe. 

While the crowd was shouting below and 
fire apparatus was arriving with clanging 
gongs, men and women climbed barefooted 
down the iron fire escapes and found shelter 
in stores and neighboring flat buildings. 
Many persons were overcome with smoke 
and were carried to the street by the police 
and figamen. In flat 2. on the second oor, 
Mrs.. Mowery, wife of Dr. A. E. Mowery, 
was lying helpless from a severe attack of 
illness. The physician bore his wife in his 
arms through the smoke-filled hallway, to 
find escape by the stairs cut off. He re- 
turned to the flat with his burden and, 
throwing open a window, made frantic 
gesticulations to the crowd below. ust 
of wind, which partly cleared away the 
smoke, probably saved the lives of the two. 

As the view cleared Patrolman Hayes 
caught a glimpse of the man’s. predicament. 
A ladder was taken from a truck and placed 
against the building. Mounting this, -witn 
several firemen following, Hayes received 
the hysterical woman in his arms and passed 
her to those below him. The physician fol- 
lowed down the ladder and accompanied his 
wife to a building across the street. 


Daring Act of a Woman. 

Shortly after the rescue of the physician 
and his wife the crowd of spectators wit- 
nessed the escape of a man and woman from 
the fourth story. When the firemen thought 
all were out of the burning structure Mrs. 
George Chin and her husband appeared at 
the window of their apartments on the fourth 
floor. The firemen placed a spliced ladder 
against the building. but as it settled against 
the wall the spectators were horrified to see 
that ft was too short to reach to the win- 
dow where the man and woman stood. The 
next Instant a whirl of smoke hid them from 
view. Then it cleared away for a moment, 
and the woman was seen on the window sill. 
Those below thought she was about to jump, 
and Chief Pazen shouted through his mega- 
phone that another length would be added to 
the ladder. The woman, however, with a 
display of daring which appalied the on- 
lookers lowered herself from the window 
ledge until her feet touched the top round 
ot the ladder. Then releasing her hold and 
depending upon the wall of the building for 
support she clambered down until able to

- Experiment Viewed in London.

LONDON, Dec. 16.—The success of Mar- 
coni's experiment is treated by the press 
with the importance it obviously demands, 
but practically all news on the subject 
comes from the new world. Major Flood- 
Page, speaking on behalf of the Marconi 


company, confirms the story of the arrange- 


ments made for sending the signals, but con- 
tributes nothing further regarding their 
transmission. These were apparently given 
many times without affecting Marconi's re- 
ceivers until last Wednesday, although as 
yet there is not definite information on the 
subject. 
Comment of the Press. 

All the morning papers print editerials on 
the event, generally treating it as an epoch 
making one. The Morning Post enticipates 
that it will lead to changes that cannot be 
forecasted now, touching more of the most 
respected inventions than did the Atlantic 
cables. 

The Daily News classes it with Santos- 
Dumont’s conquest of the air, marking an 
annus mirabilis in physical science. It adds 
that the period opened by Cyrus Field is 
drawing to an end. He has a niche among the 
great figures of applied science. Marconi 
earned the right to another. Whether it 
will be such a splendid one as Field's we will 


soon know.

Calls It a Long Step Forward. 

Washington, D. C., Dec. 15.—[Special. }j—In 
discussing Professor Marconi’s reported. 
feat of sending signals across the Atlantic 
Ocean by the wireless system, Professor 
Willis Moore, chief of the Weather bureau, 
who has been directing a series of. experi- 
ments with a wireless telegraph, said to- 
night: 

“If it is true that Professor Marconi has 
set signals across the ocean, a long step has 
been taken toward bringing this system to a 
point where it can be utilized. Before the 
system can be used for practical purposes 
elaborate machinery will have to be manu- 
factured, and further steps in advance will 
have to be made. 

“We have been experimenting with a 
wireless system, and have succeeded in tele- 


graphing a distance of sixty miles over a 


rough country, but when we attempt to use 
it in the cities it does not work successfully, 
as the metal in the building absorbs the 
electric waves necessary to the success of 
the system. 


| 
Messages Not Reliable. 

3 At sea better results are obtained than 

on the land, but communication between 


ships by wireless telegraphy is not thor- 


oughly reliable, and can only be obtained at 
times, as the slightest cause is liable to 
affect the instruments. 

While the possibilities of the future are 
great, the time has not yet arrived when the 
ocean cable and the land telegraph wire can 
be discarded for the wireless system.“ 

Edison Is Skeptical. 

Orange, N. J., Dec. 15.—[ Special. ]—The re- 

port that Marconi had received a wireless 
message from England is discredited by 
Thomas A. Edison. Mr. Edison said tonight 
that while he did not cast any aspersions 
apon Sig. Marconi, yet he doubted the re- 
liability of the published reports. 
„ do not believe that Marconi has suc- 
ceeded in receiving a wireless telegraphic 
message. He is a practical business-man, . 
and of course is striving to accomplish his 
scheme of wireless maritime telegraph. I 
do not believe he has succeeded as yet. If 
it were true that he had accomplished his 
object I believe he would announce it him- 
self over his own signature.“ 


Eddy Suggests Kite Stations. 

New York, Dec. 15.—[Special.]—William A. 
Eddy, the kite man, says he is going to write 
to Sig. Marconi and suggest the establish- 
ment of kite stations at a dozen or more 
places between Cape Horn and Portland, 
Me., and a’ dozen more on the other side of 
the Atlantic. The kite man’s idea is that by 
establishing so many stations there will al- 
ways be two or three stations at least where 
the wind is favorable for raising kites and 
steel wire to a distance of 3,000 feet. From 
such heights, Mr. Eddy says, it will be pos- 
sible not only to send messages across the 
ocean, but also across, or half way across, 
continents.

DEAD TRAINMEN FROM CHICAGO, 


Rockford, III., Dee. 18. — Special }—Dise- 
obedience of plain orders by the crew of the 
freight train caused the wreck on the Tili- 
nois Central eight miles east of this city 
just before midnight last night. 

Nine persons were killed and twelve were 
injured in the débris of crushing steel, fly- 
ing splinters, and broken glass that resulted 
from the fearful impact of the two trains. 
The trains came together on a sharp curve. 
There was no time for a warning shriek of 
the whistle. There was the flashing of two 
headlights. a shock, and beth engines were 
crushed into shapeless masses of steel. 


Victims Under Burning Debris. , 


loaded with merchandise, were piled into 
one great mass of broken timbers and splin- 
tered woodwork. In this mass was buried 
the engineers and firemen of both trains, and 
at least five others. 

This pile of wreckage leaped into flames 
almost in an instant. Those of the vietims 
who were not fortunate enough to be killed 
outright were burned to death hours before 
relief could reach them.

Fire Follows the Wreck. 

The fire followed so close upon the impact 
that those who escaped other horrors and 
suffering were compelled to stand in the 
open prairie with the temperature 20 degrees 
below zero, insufficietly clad, while the 
surviving members of the crews’ of the 
wrecked trains tramped four miles through 
the storm to secure relief. 


Running at High Speed. 

The passenger was the regular Omaha 
train, due in Chicago at 9:40 p. m. It ¢onsis- 
ted of baggage and express car, a smoker, a 
coach, parlor car, and diner. It wasrunning 
at a high rate of speed, being over three hours 
late on account of the cold weather. 

The freight train was running as No. band 
it was composed of fourteen loaded cars, 
three empties, and the way-car. 


Neither Whistles for Brakes. 

The freight was running at high speed 
and the trains came together without warn- 
ing, a slight curve hiding each from the 
other. Neither engine whistled for brakes 
nor used the air so far as could be ascer- 
tained, 

The crash was terrific, both engines being 
reduced to scrap iron. The roof of one car 
was hurled into a feld far from the right 
of way, while a casting weighing 1,200 
pounds was thrown into a field 200 feet away. 


Twenty Degrees Below Zero. 

The temperature was 20° below zero and 
an icy wind was blowing across the prairie, 
the point where the wreck occurred being 
in a shallow cut, affording no protection. 
The mjured were without hats and wraps 
and suffered terribly. By the united efforts 
of the survivors the way car was pushed 
back from the wreckage to escape the flames 
and the wounded were placed on the bunks 
inside, 


Wait Two Hours for Relief. 


Two hours elapsed before any relief wasat 
hand. Then an engine arrived from the east 
and pulled away the oar to Irene, three 
miles distant. 


Conductor Osten’s Story.

Few of the men passengers 
who escaped secured their overcoats, and the 
women were nearly all minus their heavy 
wraps. These needs of the passengers was 
supplied by the railway company’s agent, 
and those who waited for succeeding trains 
were quartered at hotels in Rockford. The 
majority of the passengers continued their 


journey eastward on trains of other roads. 


Escape of H. B. Wellman. 


The escape of H. B. Weilman from instant 
death was ome of the wonders of the acci- 
dent. He was geated in the smoking car 
when the crash came. His right arm was 
torn off at the elbow and almost crushed off 
again at the-shoulder. He was hurled clear 
of the wreck and was picked up, or would 
have perished in the flames, as he was to- 
tally helpless. \ When brought to the hos- 
pital his condition was pitiful.

INJURED: SAVES THREE LIVES.

Ahrendt said he was reclining on a bench 
chatting with his new friend when there was 
a sudden shock and he lost consciousness. 

When he regained his senses he found him- 
self on the floor of the car surrounded with 
flames. His companion was on the floor, 


too, and insensible. - Ahrendt tried to rouse } 


him but could not. The heat became unen- 
durable and he escaped from the car through 
the window. 

The open air revived him, and returning to 
the burning car succeeded in shaking his 
companion into consciousness and assisted | 
him through the window. He does not know 
the name of his traveling acquaintance. . 

A woman with a baby in her arms at atar 
window appealed to Ahrendt for help. He 
went to her assistance and she threw the 
baby through the window into his arms. He 
carried the infant to a place of safety and 
then returned and assisted the woman 
through the window. The names of these 
are also unknown to Ahrendt. 

Ahrendt arrived in Chicago on the relief 
train yesterday and was removed to his 
home. He was attended by Dr. William 
Jacobs, who says his injuries consist cf 
scratches, bruises, and burns, and severe 
nervous shock. He does not doubt the al- 
timate recovery of his patient.

His run was what is known as the Freeport 
division, which is between Chicago and Du- 
buque, Ia.

A widow and six children are left behind. 
John W. Funk, the passenger brakeman, 
who lost his life, lived for a long time at 
156 Forty-third street. When his wife died 
six months ago he removed with his 9-year- 
old boy to another part of the city. He was 
about 33 years of age. He lived for a short 
time in Bloomington, III., and Dubuque, Ia.

Big Car Barn Destroyed. 

Firement fought for four hours early in 
the morning to save the Lincoln avenue 
car barm of the Union Traction company 
and the adjoining property at Lincoln and 
Wrightwood avenue. The barn, with its 
contents, was practically consumed. With 
it went all the grip cars and trailers used 
on the Lincoln avenue line and 100 summer 
cars, which were in storage on the second 
floor of the building.

With the rolling stock of the Lincoln 
avenue line wiped out of existence officials 
of the traction company were forced to draft 
horses into service yesterday to transport 
passengers. Horse cars were run through- 
out the day on a four-minute schedule from 
Lincoln and Wrightwood avenues to con- 
nect with the Clark street cable at Center 
street. Few passengers were carrieé, how- 
ever, on account of the inconvenience of 
transferring in the intense cold. 

The fire started at 4:30 in the morning 
when all the cars were in the barn. The 


first floor of the large building, 260x190 feet, 


was filled with grips and trailers in regu- 
lar use, while on the second floor were the 


open cars, which had been placed im stor- 


age for the winter. 


Flames Make Rapid Headway. 

Flames were discovered in the southeast 
corner of the building by Night Foreman 
Roberts, who turned in the alarm. The fire 
then had gained considerable headway and 
seemed to be coming from between two long 
rows of cars neaf a bin in which salt was 
stored. Before the first engine company 
reached the scene the flames had spread 
through the first floor, feeding upon the oily 
timbers and varnished cars, and were burn- 
ing their way to the second story. 

Fanned by a strong northwest wind, the 
flames leaped across Sheffield avenue, 


where they attacked a small two-story 


frame structure owned by James Lomax. 
The Lomax building was damaged $1,500, 
but firemen by hard work held the fire from 
going further. Windows in all buildings 
facing the barn were broken by the heat, 
and families in the vicinity made preparations 
to move out. 

The company was spared a much heavier 
loss by the saving of the power-house, which 
was surrounded on two sides by the barn 
proper. The boilers. and machinery were 
protected by heavy fire walls and the wind 
carried the flames away from the building. 


Clearing Away the Debris. 

Barly in the day Superintendent Henderson

Mr. Coler also said 
he believed a municipal news bureau would 
be of great value. 

In municipal finance, unlike private or 
corporate flnance, said the Controller, the 
more property a city has the less money it 
can borrow. New York owns real property 
which, if sold at one-half its actual value, 
would pay off the entire city debts. Yet the 
fact of the city’s owning it takes from the 
borrowing power of New York one-tenth it 
would be assesesd for. 
All property belonging to the city, like 
water works, docks, rapid transit, which 
bring in revenue, have the same effect upon 
the debt limit, If owned by private corpora- 
tions they would be assessed for taxation, 
and then the city could borrow 10 per cent of 
that assessment. 

“This being so, I have recommended for 
discussion the proposition that properties 
that for a long series of years have proved 
their ability to pay for themselves be ex- 
empted from counting against the credit of 
the city.

A ON GREAT LAKES. 


| Big Cargoes No Longer in 


Favor Among Chicago 
Vesselmen. 


GOOD SEASON FOR IRON. 


Steel Trust Keeps Freight Rates 
Higher than the Av- 
erage. 


Loss IN GRAIN SHIPMENTS. 


| 


The season of ndvigation on the great 
lakes, brought to a sudden end by the cold 
wave, has gone a long way in solving many 
important questions connected with inland 
navigation. Among them are: 

Effect of the consolidation of interests in 
the United States Steel corporation on ves- 
sel-owners. 

Size of lake ships and the use of barges for

In the size of lake ships the steady tend- 
ency has been away from the large dimen- 
sions which were in fashion two years ago. 
It then seemed that lake commerce was to be 
done in ships of 500 feet in length and over 
and carrying 8,000 tons and upwards. All 
thé contracts for new tonnage the last fall 
have smaller craft. 

This has n due in a large degree to the 
fact that cargoes cannot be removed from 
the big ships during one working day, and 
the loss of time for the big fellows has more 


than counteracted the profits on the vumense 


cargoes, 

For some time big barges were in fashion, 
but they are now out of date. Not a single 
tow barge will be built during tho winter. 
Steamers are now the fashion, and it is said 
that the change is permanent. 


Effect of Steel Trust. 


When navigation opened last April vessel 
owners were confronted with the billion 
dollar steel trust. Instead of having a num- 
ber of corporations with which to make con- 
tracts for carrying irom ore they had, to a 
large extent, one. That one possessed 112 
ships of its own. It was a time of fear and 
trembling among the men who had their 
money invested in veasels, and who felt that 
they were at the mercy of the great octopus. 

Meetings were held at Cleveland for the 
consolidation of all vessels outside of the 
trust into ome organization, the aim being 
to meet concentrated power with another 
concentrated power. 

The season was not long opened before 
these fears, for the present at least, were 
seen to be unfounded, The steel trust fixed 
the rate it was willing to pay for the trans- 
portation of iron ore. It was perhaps highcr 
than would have been paid had the old steel 
companies been running independently of 
one another. The vesselmen’s trust was 
never formed. ; 


All Ships Kept Busy. b 

Until late in the season, freight rates on 
iron ore ran along on a level plane. The 
steel trust stood ready to accept all ships 
at the prices it had named. There was a 
steadiness in the market never before ex- 
perienced. Vesselmen were given assur- 
ancés that the big trust did not intend to 
run them out of business, and so confident 
did this feeling become that the shipyards 
became overrun with orders for new ton- 
nage. What vessel men last March con- 
sidered a calamity they came to consider a 
biessing in disguise in the better mainte- 
nance of rates and a steadier condition of 


the lake carrying trade. 


Grain Shipments by Lake. 

The ratio of grain shipments by lake and 
by all-rail routes to the seaboard during the 
season was substantially the same as in 
1900, It was 57 per cent by lake and 43 per 
cent by all-rail routes. During the boom 
year of 1899 the percentage by lake apps 
to 41, compared with 59 by rail. Taking the 
average of the last ten years as a basis, the 
ratio of shipments by the two great routes to 
the seaboard has been about the average of 
the last season.

Marked Falling Off. 

The grand total of 81,658,611 shows a 
marked falling off from the grand total of 
180,818,292 bushels in 1900. This falling off 
is explained by the hot winds of last sum- 
mer, which dried up the cornfields of the 
West. They also dried up the expected big 
profits of vessel owners in carrying the 
grain. It was only the contingent shortage 
in grain from Lake Michigan which pre- 
vented a phenomenal boom in carrying 
charges during the closing months of the 


season. 

This shortage, running at least until the 
new crop comes into the market next fall, 
is the only discouraging sign in the out- 
look for next season. It now seems certain 
that the amount of iron ore to be carried 
will be limited only by the capacity of the 
mines to turn it out, but grain will be far 
short of the normal amount. 

Chicago Losing Business. 

The dropping off in the business at the 
port of Chicago, which will be marked in the 
statistics of the season, has been due solely 
to the shortage in the corncrop. Vesselmen 
persist in saying that the decline does not 
mark any decay in the business of the port or 
any permanent loss of prestige, and that, 
when the farmers again have their usual 
crops, Chicago will once more take its place 
as ig greatest grain shipping port in the 
worl = 


Receipts of Iron Ore. 


The steel industries receiving their iron 
ore through the port of South Chicago, it is 
said, have a full supply until the opening of 
navigation next spring. Owing to the fa- 
vorable location of the steel works at the 
harbor entrance there were no such loud | 
complaints regarding the scarcity of rall- 
road cars to transfer the iron ore from the 
lake docks to the mills as went up through- 
= the season from the ore docks of Lake 

rie. 

The custom-house figures for the season 
show that 2,658,880 tons were received at 
South Chicago, in comparison with 2,333,381 
tons in 1900. This is an increase of 325,499 
tons for the season, or 14 per cent gain in 
1901 over the previous year. And 1900 has 
been a record breaker in the fron and steel 
industries on the Calumet. 2 

A real shortage in the supply of coal at 
Chicago existed two months ago, but during 
the closing months of the seagon the coal 
companies poured such an amount out on 
their docks from ships that the shortage was 
fully overcome, and the cold wave found 88, - 
869 tone more on the docks for winter use 
than had been there the year before. The 
figures for the two years are: For 1901. 
1,079,666 tons: for 1900, 991,297 tons. 


Season Profitable to Vessel Men. 

In the way of profits, the season was a 
fairly good one for vessel owners. Averag- 
ing the better class of ships, it is estimated 
they have paid a profit of 10 per cent. They 
would have paid 15 per cent, if not better, at 
the prices received for carrying freight, had 
it not been for delays at the ore docks on 
account of the shortage of railroad cars to 
carry away the iron ore. Then, too, lake 
commerce has grown far beyond the facili- 
tles for handling cargoes, and vesselmen 
were the losers while their boats laid walt - 
ing for their turns to have their cargoes

SENATOR MASON APPROVES ITS 
| ADVERTISING WORK. 


Says He Knew It Was Being So Ap- 
plied a Year Ago with His Full Con- 
sent—Indignantly Resents Any Im- 
putation That He Is Attorney for 
Any Particular Maker—Feels Sorry 
for Extra Burden on Postofiice, 
Which He Adds Is Unfortanate. 


Washington D. C., Dec. 15.—[Special.]— 
Senator W. E. Mason doesn't seem to be con- 
cerned over the fact that the baking powder 
people are using his frank instead of paying 
postage on copies of a speech he made eulo- 
gizing a certain kind of powder. In fact, he 
seems pleased that they are thus enabled to 
get ahead of the Postoffice. 

“Tf the baking powder people are still 
sending out my speech; said Senator Mason 
tonight, I am glad to hear it. They be- 
gan a year ago, and the fact was pub- 
lished at the time. It should be understood 
that the speech they are sending out docs 
not mention any particular firms. Our com- 
mittee took the evidence of the most dis- 
tinguished chemists in the country. They 
united in saying that a certain element in 
baking powder is dangerous to public health. 
I have made a fight for pure food, and I am 
willing to go before the people on that issue. 

“These baking powder men had an ample 
chance before our committee, but they did 
not produce a single prominent chemist to 
support their claims. The oppositon baking 
powder companies have circulated my speech 
for a year or so under my frank. There is 
and has been no secret about that. 

“If, however, anybody says I am the at- 
torney of any baking powder company, or 
have any personal interest in any or all the 
companies, or that my speech was delivered 
in behalf of any company, he lies knowing- 
ly and maliciously, and 1 shall prosecute 
him under the criminal law. 

„% am a friend and neighbor of Dr. Price 
and have done law business for him. His 
name is used on baking powders, but he sold 
out long ago, does not own a dollar's worth 
of baking powder stock, and, in fact, is not 
on good business terms with his successor. 
When he sold out to Mr. Zeigier I wus 
called in to pass on.the copyrights. My bill 
was pronounced too high, buf it was paid 
by Mr. Zeigler, who has never employed me 
since.

The Rev. Herbert L. Willett, acting chap- 
lain, delivered in Kent Theater yesterday 
morning the convocation sérmon on “ Limi- 
tations in Life,“ which opened the week's 
exercises of the fortieth convocation of the 
University of Chicago. Twenty-seven’ can-: 
didates for degrees, who will be granted 
diplomas tomorrow, ‘were present, with 
many students and visitors. Preceding the 
sermon a convocation prayer service was 
conducted in Haskell ental Museum, 
One of the worst phases of human life is 
what we call its limitations,” said the Rev. 
Mr. Willett. We see our limitations first 
in a physical sense. Man is not so strong 
as the lower animals nor so swift. There 
was a time when the life of the human was 
so robust that it seems impossible that man 
could have fallen so low as we find him now. 

Moral difficulties confront us, as well 
as physical. A man may look over his life 
and feel his endowments are what five 
generations have made them. We cannot 
call a man free who comes of five besotted 
generations. Our limitations confront in 
religious life. Man wantsrto know of the 
problems of the trinity and the mysteries 
of inspiration. 

“It is possible for man to rise above his. 
limitations. He may not have the physical 
power of the lower animals, but by reason | 
of greater gifts he can appropriate the 
strength of the lower species. We know 
nothing of the future life. We find that 
there is an ideal which we cannot realize. 
We feel that God must give us a chance 
elsewhere to realize what we cannot here.”’

Just 
as women must have a home built by some 
nd else—a father or a husband to provide 
for them, likewise they ask some clergyman 
to give them something to believe in—to fur- 
nish them with ready-made articles of faith.

Darwin thought that while 
men were inventive women were imitative, 
and that while the brain of woman has re- 
mained stationary that of man has continued 
to develop. Others have argued that it 18 
in vain for women to complain of the condi- 
tions, for genius laughs at obstacles. But 
in the ages of physical force, when might was 
right, woman was denied alr and sunlight, 
both of which are indispensable to growth. 
The roses of paradise would never have 
turned to thisties but for the crime against 
‘woman—both man and God seemed to con- 
spire to reduce her into bondage: Thou shalt 
be subject to thy husband and he shai} rule 
over thee.’

‘Theoretically, no; practically, 
During the early part of this crop millers 
found that the milling grade of wheat, which 
is No. 2 Northern, was on a legitimate basis 
at e. Theoretically it might not be, but the 
flour trade and the consumers of flour bore 
out the claim that it was. Since then every 
foodstuff has advanced in value, and bran 
is $6.00 per ton higher. The advance on 
bran equals 6c per bushel on wheat. That 
is, at the present price of mill feed, and it is 
on a substantial basis, No. 2 Northern wheat 
is worth 6c more to the millers than early in 
the season. It was worth 67c then because 


they could mill profitably on that basis. It 


must therefore be worth 6c more now, or 
780, because flour could be sold in larger 
q titles than the mills could supply on a 

basis, and the bran could be disposed of 
at an advance of 6c on thé bushel of wheat. 
If, therefore, No. 2 Northern wheat is worth 
730 in Minneapolis, this may be en as a 
basis for other values. No. 1 Northern brings

The 
shipments to Europe were 5,700 ounces more 
than in October, and that alone is sufficient, 
to encourage the market and steady south 
African shares.

Widows of as being overeentimental in 

Presidents, legislation intended to give 

privileges to Presidents’ 
widows? No possible objection, for instance, 
could be made to the bill introduced by Sen- 
ator Foraker to give the franking privilege 
to Mre. McKinley, considered merely as a 
privilege or a mark of esteem for her, but, as 
the franking privilege extends not only to 
the letters she writes but to mail matter sent 
sto her, ie it not likely, as the New York 
Times suggests, to expose her to the impor- 
tunities of bores and cranks, and thus be- 
come an embarrasement to her which would 
be specially trying because of her delicate 
health?

Alderman Mavor's arraignment of the 
City Hall as calculated to demoralize young 
men holding positions there is, in the main, a 
true, and, for that reason, a most serious 


commentary upon public conditions. It is | 


serious because moral standards in general 
ere Stimulated or degraded by the character | 
Of public life, and because it is impossible 
now; and always will be, to have a city well 
administered from such a City Hall. 
ane Alderman finds that the whole atmos- 
phere of the place tends to cause a young 
man to deteriorate—to “take up the idea 
that he needn't do anything but draw his 
Salary,” to rely upon political activity for 
his Security, to lose ambition, to succumb to 
meweomers in civil service tests for promo- 
Mon, and so to become a sort of machine, 
looking “ ahead to but one thing—salary.” 

is indictment by the chairman of the 
Vance committee needs qualitication in 
many instances, and particularly in respect 
to certain departments subject to special 
outside scrutiny or challenge. It would also 
seem to need some qualification from the 
fact that security in office is not now solely 
dependent upon political activity. Its sub- 
stantial truth, however, is only too well en- 
forced, both by the sort of administrative 
work done at the City Hall and by the con- 
wer and bearing, and, indeed, by the very 
faces of many employés there. With the 
exception of the County Building—which is 
still worse in respect to all the Alderman’s 
counts—probably no roof in the city covers 
% much smoking in business hours as does 
that of the City Hall. Clerks have too fre- 
quently thet listless manner which betrays 
jack of interest in or capacity for their 
ostensible duties—a lack Which is ill-con- 
cealed by a pompous air of being too much 
engaged to wait on callers promptly. The 
lumneb hour of the City Hall man is also 
something to be wondered at for its ampli- 
tude. 

To say that—under the city charter—re- 
sponsibility for the character of the City 
Hall rests immediately upon the Mayor is 
to make the most obvious comment upon the 
situation. He has decided who should be 
the heads of all departments, and thus in- 
directly, but actually, what their standards 
and tone should be. The entire community, 
howerer, is ultimately accountable for ex- 
isting conditions. These are largely the 
legitimate and logical result of the idea— 
still advocated by party machines and weak- 
ly tolerated by the people—that public offices 
should be, or at least may be allowed to be, 
the spoils of shifting election victories. 

It is also to be remembered that the active, 
and thus more stimulating functions of 
Municipal government, have—partly from 
fear of public incapacity and partly from 
deference to private interests in public con- 
tracts—been rather narrowly limited. If 
Chicago ever has a Waring he will prob-

When President Roosevelt took office 
whatever question there may have been 
about certain parts of his foreign and do- 
mestic policy there was only one opinion 
about his attitude toward the merit system. 
It was universally admitted that as far as 
that was concerned his administration 
would be beyond reproach, What was then 
confidently expected is now fully realized. 
The President has had only one motive in 
his appointments and only one rule for his 
subordinates. Each place must be filled by 
the man who can fill it best, and the sole 
qualification for office is ability. 

The latest evidence the President has 
given of his devotion to this principle is in 
the issuing of a rule that will increase the 
danger and difficulty of violating either the 
provisions of the civil service law or the rules 
of the Civil Service commission. As things 
are at present violations are dificult to 
guard against. The whole civil service sys- 
tem depends for its efficiency on the will and 
attention of the President: The rulings dt 
the commission do not have the force of 
law. If violations of those rulings occur 
it is for the President to take the steps 
necessary for the removal of the persons 
who are being benefited by the violations. 
But the President is a desperately busy 
man. He is quite unable to inspect the 
| civil service from top to bottom and see 
that everything is in good order. It is neces- 
sary, therefore, that there should be an 
automatic check upon the actions of his 
subordinates, This check is furnished by 
the new regulation. | | | 

Hereafter, when any person is appointed 
to office in the classified civil service except 
in strict conformity to the principle of merit 
and ability, as laid down in the examina- 
tions of the commission, the method by 
which that person may be removed is simple 
and direct. The commission, on being in- 
formed of the violation of the rules, con- 
veys notice of the fact to the head of the 
department in which the violation took 
place. It is then the duty of the head of 
the department to take action looking to- 
ward the removal of the improperly ap-

within thirty days the commission is to no- 
tify the disbursing officer, and the Gisburs- 
ing officer is to stoythe offender's salary. 
This plan, it will be observed, is in the 
nature of a veto. It, perhaps, would be 
more thoroughly satisfactory if it took the 
orm of a previous approval.

But 
even as it is, it is a substantial gain. The 
Civil Service commission will be stronger 
than ever before, and the federal adminis- 
tration will have féw eases of men who 
havé come into the service through the back 
door of personal friendship instead of 
through the front doer of competitive exam- 
ination. The result.ought to be a genera! 
improvement. 
A PUERILE, OBJECTION 
There are three great departments of the 
public service which are to be taken out of 
the patronage category by President Roose- 
velt, These are the army and navy and the 
judiciary, Senators can no longer dictate 
appointments there, They can suggest can- 
didates, but those recommendations will 
have no weight unless these candidates have 
the qualities which fit them for the positions 
they seek. Merit is to rule the day hence- 
forth in branches of the public service where 
‘Congressional influence has been exerted so 
jong, often with baneful consequences. 
Last week President Roosevelt appointed 
Judge Francis E, Baker of the Indiana 
Supreme Court United States Circuit Judge 
to succeed Judge Woods. This is an admir- 
able appointment. It is one of the Presi- 
dent’s own making. It was not demanded. 
of him by Indiana Senators or Representa- 
tives. By some of them, indeed, this ap- 
pointment is not looked on with special 
favor. 
There is opposition to his confirmation, 
but it comes from an unexpected quarter. 
Some of the representatives of organized 
labor take exception to Judge Baker be- 
cause he is the son of his father. The father 
is the United States Distriet Judge for In- 
diana, and recently issued an injunction 
which “organized labor” looks on as un- 
just. It is assumed that the son, although 
he will preside when confirmed in a higher 
court than the one in which his father sits, 
will take his law from the author of his ex- 
istence and sustain all his decisions. 
This is a puerile objection. The Senate 
should take no notice of it. The President 
has appointed a good man and he should be 
confirmed.

LEGISLATION FOR MUSKRATS. 
| The Maryland Legislature will be called 
upon at its forthcoming session to enact 
laws for the preservation of the muskrat. 
It has recently been discovered that this 
rodent, previously held as of little or no ac- 


pert cooks have learned how to prepare him 
for the table with his peculiar odor removed. 
In some parts of the State he figures on the 
menus as marsh rabbit, ii others as possum 
and raccoon, while in still others he is held 
‘in much esteem as plain muskrat. The in- 
genuity of Maryland cooks in substitutions 
is well known, Chefs who have no difficulty 
in passing off sparrows for reed birds, mal- 
lards for canvasbacks, and “sliders” for 
diamondback terrapin. can easily manage 
to pats off the muskrat for anything about 
its size, or even larger when made into a 
ragout. | 
Now that the edible quality of the musk- 
rat has been established it is almost need-

been raised in this country. It has been 
raised in Hungary also. The Hungarian 
Premier said: last week in reply to an in- 
quiry addressed to him by a member 6f the 
Diet that the question whether, in interna- 
tional law, horses are regarded as war mate- 
rial and that to supply them constitutes a 
violation of neutrality never has been de- 
cided. Therefore the Hungarian gover at 
has not stopped, and does not intenu io 
stop, the traffic in those animals. A few 
months ago an attempt was made at New 
Orleans to stop the shipment to south Africa 
of horses and mules purchased by agents of 
the British government on the ground that 
it was a violation of the heutrality laws. 
The United States Judge who heard the ar- 
guments refused to take any action in the 
premises, for, in his opinion, the neutrality 
laws had not been violated. There is no 
question that if a vessel with a cargo of 
horses intended for the use of one belligerent 
were to be captured by one of the warships 
of the other belligerent these horses could 
be held by the captor, but that does not 
make the sale of them toa belligerent by a 
neutral unlawful. It may be desirable that 
the scope of international law shall be broad- 
ened so as to prevent the purchase by bel- 
ligerents from neutrals of many articles the 
purchase of which its permissible now, but as 
yet the sale to a belligerent of horses and 
mules has not been decided to be a violation 
of the obligation of neutrality, 


MARCONT’S GREAT EXPLOIT. 

Every day things happen that furnish 
sufficient excuse for individual, municipal, 
or even national rejoicing. It is not so often. 
that anything happens to benefit the whole 
world and to make it proper for the two 
hemispheres to congratulate each other. 
Just such a happening, however, is this of 
the transmission of the first wireless signals 
across the Atlantic. In this achievement 
all mankind may take satisfaction. It is a 
triumph for everybody. 

Of course it is Marconi in particular who 
ig to be complimented, and the public will 
not be sorry that it is he. Marconi has con- 
ducted his researches and experiments in 
the most admirable way. His disclosures 
to the public have come after, and not be- 
fore, the fact. They have been accounts of 
what he has done, not of what he intends to 
do. If Marconi had plans for communicat- 
ing with the Pleiades the publie would 
know nothing about it till the first message 
from that constellation had been received 
and trauslated. So when he says that he, 
in Newfoundland, bas received signals 
through}the air from England, he can be 
believed? No doubt Marconi, like other 
men, is got mide unhappy by public recog- 
nition ot his services. But he relies for that 
recognition on his achievements, not on his 
aspirations. For such a man the public 
has a deep respect and a cordial admiration.

In the 30 James Lindsay sent a 
wireless telegram across a narrow sheet of 
water, and since that time scores of men 
have contributed the small results of their 
personal investigations to the great gen- 
eral problem. These results, informed by 
the genius of Marconi, have given the world 
the first transatlantic wireless signaling. It 
is a case of a great many men laboring and 
one greater and more fortunate man enter- 
ing into the fruits of their labors. To say 
this is not to depreciate Marconi’s abilities. 
It is only to call attention to the fact that 
coming at the end of a long line of investi- 
gators he has so summed up in himself ull 
previous studies and conclusions that Mar- 
coni and wireless telegraphy are as imper- 
ishably linked together as Darwin and evo- 
lution, though in neither case does the link- 
ing tell the whole story, There were evo- 
lutionists before Darwin and wireless teleg- 
raphers before Marconi. 
The outcome of Marconi’s successful ex- 
periment remains to be seen, There was a 
long space of time between the first experi- 
ments in passing an electric current through 
a copper wire and the first successful tele- 
graph line. It may be a long time before 
the transmission of messages across the 
Atlantic otherwise than by cable will be an 
economic success.

EVERAL American business firms, 
notably the leading jewelry and su- 
versmith concern in New York, have 
recently received notifications from 
England to the effect that royal war- 

rants had been issued conferring upon them 
the title of purveyors of their particular 
wares to the new King and Queen of Eng- 


who have not been abroad, merits some ex- 
planation. The appointment, while it does 
not by any means imply that the firm which 
receives it constitutes the only one of a 
particular trade that is to be thus distin- 
guished, at least half a dozen great firme of 
English and foreign jewelers and silver- 
smiths having been nominated “ jewelers 


theless, is a highly prized honor, of consid- 
erable commercial value, for it endows the 
firm in question with a public stamp of 
royal approval, and the knowledge that the 
English court is chary and careful about 
making these appointments of purveyors to 
royalty * to give the firm in question 
a sort of guarantee, not only of respecta- 
bility, but likewise of fashion. 
The appointment does not in itself carry 
with it special privileges, except the 
right of putting up the royal arms above 
the doors, and of using the same heraldic de- 
vices on letterheads and billheads. But the 
fact of royal arms figuring over the en- 
trance of a shop serves to attract an immense 
amount of custom, people on the other side 
of the Atilantic—and sometimes here, too 
being convinced that in following the ex- 
ample of royalty, especially in matters of 
n and purchase, they cannot possibly 
go wrong. 


The use of the royal arms and insignia for 


firms holding royal warrant appointments, 
and any one found employi the royal 
arme in this way without proper authority, 


this or that court, is subjected not merely to 
fine, but Ifkewise to imprisonment. 

case of bankruptcy or any @ishonorable deal- 
ing on the part of the firm concerned They 
UMkewise become vold by any change of the 
designation of the firm, by the death of the 
individuals, partners or directors, in whose 
names the warrante are granted, and like- 
wise by the demise of the sovereign. Thus 
all the appointments of purveyor to Queen 
Victoria lapsed with her death, last Jan- 


uary. 

The appointments bear the signature and 
the seal of the Lord Steward, the Lord 
Chamberlain, the controller of the royal 
household, the treasurer of the latter, and 


7 of the Master of the Horse, according to the 


tment under which they come. With 


regard to Queen Alexandra, certain of her 


purveyors received their warrants from her 
Lord Chamberlain, who is Lord Colville of 
Culross, and others from her Mistress of the 
Robes, who is the Duchess of Buccleuch. 
It must thoroughly be understood that the 
selections are made by the royal personages 
in question themselves, and that the names 
and seals of the dignitaries figuring on the 
warrant are merely those of the executors of 
royal commands in the matter. 
There are some odd features about these 
royal warrants. Thus, the druggist to the 
King or Queen is appointed in the same way, 
as the royal physicians and surgeone, al- 
though, unlike them, he uses the royal arms 
for trade purposes. On the other hand, the 
geographer to the King ts distinctly a trade 
appointment, and ranks as such with the 
corsetmaker of the Queen in Paris.
